and assure the use of vessels on trade 
routes designed to promote the wel­ 
fare or the United States. 
Despite some evidence that there 
may be strong opposition in congress 
to selling the m erchant marine, H ur­ 
ley is planning to go ahead with his 
w-ork of preparing the vessels for 
sale along the line he has suggested. 
Experts are now at work in

Russia Again Taking Large 
Part in the Discussions; 
Need Definite Policy^

PARIS, Mar. 28— Russia is again 
taking a prominent place in the 
peace discussions, it developed to­ 
day.

There 
seems to be a possibility that the 
near future will see the framing of 
a Russian policy—something the 
peace conference has not had since 
its inception and lack. af which has , 
been a constant source of embar­ 
rassment in considering dealings 
with Germany. 
William E- Bullitt, special inves­ 
tigator for the American delega­ 
tion, is understood to have brought 
back from Russia the best picture 
of actual conditions that has come 
out of that country in months. He 
is said to have found a surprising 
state of organization 
in the 
in- 
terior. compared with reports that 
have been received. 
The more conservative wing of 
the Russian radicals is said to te 
gaining control and stabilizing the 
general situation. As an instance 
of the order prevailing in the in­ 
terior. trains are running on reg­ 
ular schedule, leaving and arriving 
on the minute between Petrograd 
and 
Moscow. 
Peasants, 
having 
gained land, are understood to be 
joining the mo-e conservative ele­ 
ments. 
Bullitt spent a week 
in 
Petro­ 
grad without 
being 
endangered, 
travelling from there to Moscow. 
He has made an informal report to 
a subcommittee which is drawing 
up a formal report for presentation 
to the conference. 
He has no authority to negoti. 
ate, acting merely as an observer. 
His report, however, will have the 
greatest bearing on developments 
and sentiment is rapidly twinging 
back to the idea expressed early in 
the conference—that world peace 
is impossible without dealing with 
the Bolshevik! in some way.

NEW YORK, Mar. 28.—Three army 
officers were called as witnesses for 
the defense today in the court-martial 
of Capt. Edwin C. Weisgerber. a gas 
and chemical engineer of Pittsburgh, 
charged with criminal offenses involv­ 
ing alleged disloyalty to the 
United 
Stales and sympathy with Germany. 
They testified that Weisberger had 
been of invaluable assistance to the 
government in furnishing chemicals to 
various branches of the army 
and 
navy and that they had never observ­ 
ed any unpatriotic action on his pan. 
Capts. C. L. Harrod and Charles H. 
Ruth, connected with the photographic 
section of the army, each declared 
that Weigerber had made and furnish­ 
ed to 
their 
department 
chemicals 
which they were unable to obtain any­ 
where else. Harrod declared that his 
department was unable to obtain "me- 
tol,” a chemical used in the develop­ 
ing process in photography, the man­ 
ufacture of which was largely 
con­ 
fined to Germany before the war, and 
that Welsgerber was given a 
one- 
ounce sample of the material and re­ 
turned four or five days later with 
one pound. 
He also testified/ that 
Weisgerber furnished a dye compound 
which proved very satisfactory in col­ 
oring motion picture films and assist­ 
ed officers in other branches of the 
service In obtaining 
much-needed 
chemicals. Neither Capt Harrod nor 
Capt. Ruth was cross-examined. 
Mal. Oliver B. Zimmerman, 
who 
was Weisgerber’s superior officer in 
the Engineering Corps, described the 
defendant as “distinctly capable," and 
his work #8 “completely satisfactory.’# 
“I would he remiss in my duty,” he 
said, “if I should say Capt. Weisger- 
ber was other than patriotic. 
The witness declared that the Fuel 
Administration had adopted a hostile 
attitude toward Weisgerber and his 
socalled “Liberty Fuels,” Maj. Zim­ 
merman testified that Weisgerber had 
applied for and received 13 patents 
for his inventions 
abd 
discoveries 
while under his command and tbs* he 
had submitted these free to the gov­ 
ernment, free of all royalties, for Ormy 
and navy ase.

Mexico takes no

along the border where it is decreed 
by law that no cotton shall be grown. 
Any other crop is all right, but cotton 
is taboo. As always in such cases, 
there are individuals who will not sac­ 
rifice their small private gain even 
in the fact of so great a danger as 
the bollworm, and hidden away in 
swamps and thickly wooded regions 
are these cotton fields grown in de­ 
fiance of law and worms. 
Until aerial observation made it 
easy, it was almost impossible to lo­ 
cate these fields, so cunningly were 
they hidden. Now the whole area is 
charted and watched, and offenders 
are located. 
Hunting bollworms with airplanes 
may not be so thrilling as hunting 
Huns, bnt it is a good job just the 
same, for the man who endangers the 
public welfare for the sake of per­ 
sonal gain it not less a menace than 
any foreign foe. He should be just 
as relentlessly pursued and punished.! 


A letter from Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture Houston has just been made 
public in which he advocates “such an 
observance of Arbor Day as will se­ 
cure a widespread planting of trees 
dedicated to those whose lives have 
been sacrificed in the great struggle 
to preserve American rights and the 
freedom and civilization of the world. 
He adds: “We may do this by adorn­ 
ing with young trees, each named for 
a fallen soldier, our waysides, our 
dooryards and our pleasure places.” 
Started in Nebraska soon after the 
Civil War, Arbor Day has come to be 
observed by almost all of the states. 
With the growing sentiment in favor 
of planting trees as especially suited 
to commemorate the young, growing 
human beings who gave their lives 
in this last war, the Secretary’s sug-i 
gestion should meet with warm re- j 
spouse. 
It is suggested also that schools 
and public combine in observance of 
the day, and that a general interest 
be stimulated in this simple form of 
memorial so well calculated to keep 
memory green among every-day sur­ 
roundings.
